Sunday service, the Rev. Mr 
Weaver will use the strange text. 
“ It is good for me to have been in 
trouble,” a verse from

119th 
Psalm. 
Using the thesis that every per­ 
son 
has 
troubles 
of 
some 
s o rt; 
throughout life, the sermon devel­ 
opment w ill illustrate that there are 
few troubles from which there can­ 
not come some 
blessing. 
In 
the 
most tragic happenings some good 
can come to some person if there 
is the proper attitude toward 
the 
situation. 
It was so with the ancient Psalm ­ 
ist. As he looked back on the hard 
and difficult places he saw 
t h a t 
through the trying experiences had 
come a humble gladness that en 
aided him to express the words of 
the text. The words of this Psalm 
never were intended to be sung or 
chanted by its author, but they were 
recited by the ancient Levitical re­ 
citers of the choir. 
The great teaching of the Psalm 
is that love and law never are in 
conflict. W hile it may be stern jus­ 
tice, it is a helpful path by which 
the upright may see the way of life. 
The arrangement of the Psalm 
is interesting. It is like the 111, 112 
and 
other 
Psalm s of 
alphabetic 
acrostic. There are twenty-two stan­ 
zas, each is headed by a letter of 
the alphabet; each stanza contains 
eight verses and each begins with 
the letter which stands at the head 
of the paragraph. 
This psalm was a great inspira­ 
tion to the early 'athers. They call­ 
ed it the “ Psalm of Love.” T h e 
Psalm is of the postexilic period 
when the law had come to assume 
a position of authority. 
The development of the practical 
application of the sermon w ill show 
that capitalizing on our troubles is 
one of the finest af fine arts

States no doubt are am azed by proof of 
how wrong they were. Business continues 


to boom, with no appreciable letup in sight. 
Defense spending has not been cut, rath­ 


er it has been stabilized at a high level. 
Consumer demand continues at an all time 


high, and the American people never had 
so much money to spend. Government in­ 
dexes show total income of the American 
people is continuing to inch upward. 
Slight deflationary tendencies 
m a k e 
their appearance periodically, but are soon 
wiped out. Consumer price resistance—of­ 
ten regarded as the starting point in any 
slowup of business tempo—is merely a frus­ 
trating interlude because it seldom is fol­ 
lowed by price reductions. Costs of manu­ 
facture and retailing are at such a high 
point that lower prices seem impossible of 
achievement. 
The business econom y of the nation is 
established on a perm anently high price 
level, and most econom ists now admit — 
som e of them reluctantly—that prices will 
continue to rise, although perhaps more 
slowly than in recent years. 
Thus the business outlook for this fall 
. and winter continues bright. Ending of the 
unseasonable heat w ave which ushered in 
Septem ber in the eastern half of the nation 
is expected to spur . retail sales. Business 
* alw ays takes a jump when vacation season 
ends, schools and colleges reopen and peo­ 
ple begin to think of winterneeds. This 
year is proving to be no exception. 


MANY WILL LIVE 
WHEN HIGH SCHOOLS of the country 
reopen it is anticipated that better than 
800,000 boys and girls, or more than 50 per 
cent of those old enough to take the 
in­ 
struction, will receive training in the safe 
operation of motor vehicles. The number 
of students enrolling for driver education 
is encouragingly on the rise. Educators are 
looking forward to the time, two or three 
years hence, when more than a million 
high school pupils annually will be learning 
how to be practiced drivers. 
The safety implications of this develop­ 
m ent are as tremendous as they are self­ 
evident. With high school attendance, at 
least through the lower grades, becoming 
com pulsory in nearly all states,' the day is 
approac hing when virtually all new drivers 
licensed in the country will have been prop­ 
erly indoctrinated in the business of driv­ 
ing.

writes a biographical and political sketch 


ct the American Secretary of State that 


must give the large number of readers of 


that newspaper an altogether false picture 


of John Foster Dulles. 


Each correspondent can only write what : 


he sees, presuming that his object is to tell ! 
Die truth. I have known John Foster Dulles 


for about 20 years and, as I read the Wal­ 


ters article in the London “ Daily Mirror,” 


I could not help but wonder whether he 


was actually writing about the sam e man. 


For instance, after painting Dulles as an 
isolationist, with a quotation to prove it, 
Walters says. 
“ Nevertheless, after Pearl H a r b o u r , 
Dulles as on the bandwagon cheering his 
nation to victory. Although a Republican, 
he had a big job at the San Francisco con­ 
ference when the United Nations was es­ 
tablished. And on and off he continued to 
serve the Dem ocratic Administration.” 
This can only be attributed to ignorance 
of our two-party system and of D ulles’s 
role in the State Department. Actually, he 
served as a Republican in a Dem ocratic 
Administration. This is not u n u s u a l in 
Am erican history, but in D ulles’s case it 
was done with the consent of the Republi­ 
can Party as part of a device called the 
Bipartisan Foreign Policy. 
Perhaps I need to explain that I never 
believed in the Bipartisan Foreign Policy, 
but it was accepted by both political par­ 
ties. Actually its authors were Senator Ar­ 
thur Vandenberg and John Foster Dulles, 
with the approval of Senator Robert A. 
Taft. Its object was to present a 
united 
front on international relations no matter 
what the differences m ay have been on 
strictly domestic issues. 
The Bipartisan Foreign Policy did not 
altogether work because President Truman 
and Secretary of State Acheson kept too 
m any matters secret which should have 
been submitted, under the arrangement, to 
both parties simultaneously. 
It was as part of the Bipartisan Policy 
and with the consent of his party that John 
Foster Dulles w as attached to the 
State 
Department. Actually, he becam e a bridge 
between the State Department and the R e­ 
publican Party. In fact, I can state cate­ 
gorically that had Robert A. Taft b e e n 
nominated and elected President he would 
have appointed Dulles as his Secretary of 
State. Senator Taft told me that before the 
Chicago convention in connection with the 
planning of the foreign relations planks of 
the Republican Platform. 
His appointment to his present post as 
Secretary of State by President Eisenhow­ 
er was, therefore, anticipated. It was at 
the time assum ed that Dulles was appoint­ 
ed because of his close relationship to Gov­ 
ernor Dewey. Actually, the Taft elem ent 
in the party also supported him. The alter­ 
natives were Harold Stassen and John J. 
MeCloy, both of whom the Taft group could 
not accept for m any political reasons.

WASHINGTON (.fv-More names 
of American servicemen, still miss­ 
ing after reported Communist im ­ 
prisonment in Korea have been an­ 
nounced by the Pentagon. 
They are part of 944 American 
servicemen believed to have been 
captured in Korea but unaccounted 
for after completion of the recent 
prisoner of war echange. 
The 944 total includes 610 from 
the Army, 312 from the Air Force, 
19 from the Marines and 3 from 
the Navy. 
The list includes these Ohioans:

A thiid, Joseph Zack Kornfeder 
of New York, called the fifth col­ 
umn plan “ rather effective.”

the infiltration “ is mainly among 
laym en.” He commented that Com­ 
munists “ had some experience try­ 
ing to line up the Catholic priests.” 
Kornfeder estimated

600 clergymen in the United State.;

Communist party. He said between 
three and four thousand others are

Some of the men lost up to 15 
pounds during the 12 days on the 
survival menu. 
They also hiked eight miles in 
formation daily.

The tread­ 
mill tests were made to study the 
ability of the heart, lungs and blood 
to supply oxygen to the muscles.

It has been a tremendous and 
terrifying decade. In that time I 
have turned out about 2.800 col­ 
umns from

roadside ditch in Korea 
You would think a fellow would 
learn a lot in all those years. But 
all I have found out is that peo­ 
ple are as good and bad in Casa­ 
blanca and Calcutta as they are 
in Keokuk, a discovery you can 
really make without leaving your 
own neighborhood.

ing. The thing a columnist sees 
most often is the ceiling. You 
get to lean back in your chair 
and stare at a lot of interesting 
ceilings in this trade. 
The hardest thing to realize is 
the impossibility of writing a col­ 
umn that will please everyone in­ 
cluding, 
perhaps, 
yourself. 
It 
can’t be done in a world of differ­ 
ing values. People don't all laugh 
or weep or applaud at the same 
things. And funnybones seem to 
get more sensitive every troub­ 
led year. 
The greatest peril to a column­ 
ist, it seems to me, is to become 
a stuffed shirt pundit, to appeal 
to people's prejudices instead of 
their minds and hearts. It is easy 
to pick up a rock and throw it at 
something you haven’t taken the 
trouble to understand. 
If I had my 2,800 columns to do 
ox er again. I'd probably do them 
all differently. Five minutes af 
ter any piece of writing leaves 
vour typewriter you can see it is 
freckled with 
flaws. 
But 
only 
about half a dozen of the 2.800 
were written in hate, and these 
alone I really regret. There is no 
greater w aste in living than hate. 
So it is that today I really feel 
free to attack only two things— 
small-mindedness and poison ivy 
I used to be against snapping 
turtles and poison snakes, but. 
you know, they have their place 
and purpose in the world. How 
ever, nobody will 
admit 
he is 
smallminded and even vegetari­ 
ans don't have a kind word for 
poison ivy. 
The best friends of any column­ 
ist are his critics, as they help 
keep his hat size 
normal. 
My 
favorite c riti: has alw ays been 
Elm er Fish of 
Alliance, 
Ohio, 
who used to scribble on penny 


postcards such rem arks as “ God 
must have been asleep when you 
were born.” 
Lately 
I 
haven t 
heard from Elmer. I don’t know 
whether he simply got disgusted 
with me or decided, 
when the 
postoffice raised its prices, that 
I wasn’t worth a two-cent post­ 
card. 
What are the secret sorrows of 
a 
columnist? 
They are t w o - 
meeting the daily deadline, and 
people who ask:
